entlemen of the Congress: 
I have come to you to seek your as- 
stance in dealing1 with a very grave 
filiation which has arisen out of the 
emand of tho employes of the rail- 
oads engaged in freight train ser- 
ice that they be granted an eight - 
our working day, safeguarded by pay- 
en t for an hour and a half of sei*- 
ice for every hour of work beyond 
ie eight. 
The matter has been agitated for 
.ore than a year. The public has been 
lade familiar with the demands of the 
men and the arguments urged in favor 


f them, and even more familiar with 
he objections ol the railroads and 
heir counter demand that certain priv- 
letjes now enjoyed by their men and 
ertain basis of payment worked out 
hrough many years of contest be re- 
onsidered, especially in th?!r min- 
ion to the adoption of an eight-hour 
ay.The matter came some three weeks 
ago to a final issue and resulted in 


complete deadlock between the par- 


,Ies. 
The means provided by law for the 


mediation of the 
controversy 
failed 


and the 
means 
of 
arbitration 
for 


which the law provides were rejected. 
The representatives 
of

railway 


executives proposed that 'the demands 
of the men be submitted in their en-

likelihood be brought, it may bo, to 
the very point of starvation, and a 
tragical national calamity brought on

Just as soon as'it became eviclcn 


that" mediation under the existing lav, 
had failed and that arbitration 
been rendered impossible by the atti 
tude of the men, I considered it m; 
duty to confer with the representative 
of both the railways and the brother 
hoodB, and myself offer mediation, no 
as an arbitrator, bat merely a.s spokes 
man of the nation, in the interest o 
justice, indeed, and as a friend of hot 
parties but not a a judge, only as th 
representative of one hundred million 
of men, women and children who woui 
pay the price—tho incalculable price— 
o( loss and suffering should these 
men insist upon approaching and con 
eluding the matters in controversy be 
tween them merely as employers an 
employes, rather than as'yatriotic citi

It seems that she 
will now have to enter the war on 
one side or the other unless she allows 
her territory to be overrun by enemies 
of both sides. Greece is in the power 
ot the allies' fleet which can blockade 
her ports and force her to yield. 


It is probable that at the approach-

In all probability, however, congress at this particular time would 


adopt the less drastic course and enact tho Canadian law with slight 
modification. 
This law eifalcs a commission of investigation and pro- 


hibits' lockouts or strikes while an industrial dispute is being investigated. 
The parties to the conflict, however, are free to act as they may feel 
warranted after the report of the investigation is made public. 
This 


goes a step farther than any law now applicable to such a situation; but 
it dpes not go quite far enough. What we should have, is compulsory 
arbitration of all disputes that might tie up public utilities, and thus 
affect the business and commerce of the entire country. It is hound to 
some as the only way by which the interests of the public can be pro-

GREECE AND THE WAR 


Greece is now in the position of 


being overrun by one of her bitterest 
enemies without lifting a hand in her 
own defense except in opposition to 
the king's wishes. It appears that the 
king being married to a sister of the 
kaiser is unwilling to adopt the or- 
dinary methods of defending: his coun- 
try lest he should be placed in the at- 
titude of opposing Germany. 
He is 


thus allowing 
his relation with the 


kaiser by marriage

•doing his duty to his own country. 
On this question 
there is 
a very 


great conflict of opinion at the pres- 
'er.t time, 
not only in Greece, 
but 


among the adherents of either side in 
'the European war. The friends 
of 


Germany claim the 
king is right in 


holding his country neutral; but those 
who favor the entente allies hold that 
he is pursuing a cowardly if not a 
•traitorous course 
towards 
his own 


country in permitting the Bulgars to

forces of the kingdom to expel them. 
But the king will doubtless claim that 
In this master, ho is observing strict 
neutrality and at the same time treat- 
ing both parties alike. 
The entente 


allies took forcible possession of Salo-

gars are invading Greek territory with 
the hope of getting an advantageous 
position from

forces of the enemy. 


Ex-Premier Venezilos of Greece was

tha'island of Cyprus and other con- 
cessions if she would do so, but she 
refused all offers. 
It seems that she 


•will now have, to enter the war on 
one side or the other unless she allows 
her territory to be overrun by enemies 
of both sides. Greece is in tho power 
ot the allies' fleet which can blockade 
her ports and force her to yield. 


It is probable that at the approach- 


ing general election, Greece will take 
a. definite stand on one side or th' 
otljer. The people do not believe tha 
the Interests of tho nation should b 
sacrificed for the reason that the king 
happens to be a brother-in-law of 
kaiser. The king of England and 
kaiser are cousins, but neither has an> 
greater regard for the other's coun 
try on that account.
